Work on weight room 
addition project begins 


by Dan Sanderson 
Staff Writer 
Grayling High School students 


are laying the foundation for 


better physical fitness and per- 
formance on the athletic field. 

Students in the the building 
trades classes recently started 
construction on the school’s new 
weight room addition. 

The students learned first hand 
how to lay out the building and 
put in the forms for the founda- 
tion. They will poor cement and 
begin laying blocks in the com- 
ing weeks, said Joe Ferrigan, the 
high school’s building trades 
instructor and head wrestling 
coach. 

The weight room project was 
made possible by over $120,000 
in donations and materials, 
which has been donated to the 
schoot by businesses, individuals 
and civic organizations. Just over 
$50,000 of the $100,000 needed 
for materials has been raised. 

“We are trying to do this as a 
community and we hope that the 
kids will take ownership of it and 
will take care of it,” Ferrigan 
said. “It’s a way to get the addi- 
tion done without going back to 
the voters for another bond 
issue.” 

Ferrigan said he hopes to have 
much of the initial work com- 
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pleted before the students go on 
summer break. He hopes to have 
the projected completed this fail. 

“It's been slow getting started, 
but hopefully we can pick up the 
pace once we get above ground,” 
he said. 

Some of the benefits of the 
project include providing a new 
and larger area for students in 
physical education classes, 
allowing the wrestling team to 
practice at the high schoo! and 
have meets at the high school 
instead of at the middle school, 
giving a larger practice area for 
spring sports teams and allowing 
the building trades classes to 
learn some lessons in commer- 
ctal construction by being able to 
work on parts of the project. The 
upgrade will also protect the new 
gym floor by providing an exit 
hallway from the gym instead of 
the doors being opened directly 
to the elements of northern 
Michigan. 

Tim Hatley, a junior who ts on 
the wrestling team and a build- 
ing trades class student, looks 
forward to having a larger area 
for physical education, The 
weight room will have its owns 
heating cooling and ventilation 
unit.

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Townships to host 
third annual scrap 
tire cleanup 


On Saturday, June 17, resi- 
dents of Crawford County will 
again be able to get rid of their 
scrap tires which have accumu- 
lated over the past year. The 
Crawford County Township 
Supervisor’s Association will 
host this year’s free tire drop-off 
day in the parking lot of Grayling 
High School between the hours 
of 8 a.m. and 2 p.m. Volunteers 
will be on hand to load the tires 
into trailers which will then be 
sent downstate for grinding prior 
to use as fuel in the electric gen- 
eration process. 

In each of the two preceding 
years, more than 5,000 scrap 
tires were removed from 
Crawford County. This year, 
which may be the last year of the 
project, officials are hoping the 
tire count will be substantially 
lower. 

Lee Riley, Beaver Creek 
Township Supervisor, said he 
hopes there are fewer tires left 
lying around throughout the 
county. “Tires are a real eye 
sore. They create a breeding 
ground for mosquitoes, and they 
create a fire danger. We think 
we've already eliminated most of 
the tires, now the push is on to 
get all of them.” 

The tire cleanup has received 
accolades from Lansing in the 
form of the “Neighborhood 
Environmental Partners Award 
for 2005,” presented to 
Weyerhaeuser Corp., Crawford 
County, the various townships 
and the City of Grayling. On 
May 17, Steven Chester, the 
Director of the Michigan 
Department of Environment 
Quality presented the award ina 


short ceremony at the Beaver 
Creek Township Hall. 

The program was originally 
implemented in 2005 by the var- 
ious township supervisors 
throughout the county working 
with volunteer labor. The 
cleanup cost was split among the 
townships, the City of Grayling, 
and with an environmental grant 
from Crawford County. — Last 
year, Weyerhaeuser Corporation 
got involved with more volun- 
teers and another grant. The 


program has been such a success |

This is your chance to proper- 
ly dispose of those items used in 
and around the home that should 
not be placed in the trash or taken 
to the landfill, Among the items 
that will be collected are batter- 
ies (including automotive and 
marine batteries), solvents, oil 
based paints, used motor oil and 
other automotive fluids, flamma- 
ble liquids, pesticides, acids, 
reactives, mercury containing 
products including fluorescent 
light bulbs, and poisons. If you 
wonder about some of the items 
you have, check the label - key 
words such as: poison, flamma- 
ble, toxic, warning, or caution 
will indicate that the material is 


hazardous. No commercial 
waste. 

Latex paint, appliances or 
scrap metal will not be accepted. 
Latex paint may be landfilled 
once it is dry. The best way to 
do that is to mix it with some- 
thing such as floor dry or kitty 
litter and allow it to dry. 

A “Drop and Swap/Exchange” 
table where items that are no 
longer of use to one person, but 
may be useful to another, can be 
dropped off, will be available 
again this year. All items must 
be in good condition, true to 
label and uncontaminated. 

This collection is paid from the 
county Environmental Fund 
which is available through annu- 
al payments to the county by 
Waste Management and the 
Waters Landfill. The cost to the 
Environmental Fund is generally 
close to $10,000.

SAME SEX MARRIAGE is front and 
center right now in Washington. 

Michigan sort of settled the question 
two years ago. 

President George W. Bush focused 
political attention on the thorny subject 
in a recent radio message to the public, 
and his backers in the congress have 
scheduled debate and voting on banning 
same sex marriages. 

Urging support for a national ban on 
same sex marriage, President Bush said 
the bond between a man and woman in 
marriage “promotes the welfare of chil- 
dren and the stability of society.” 

Some judges across the country see it 
differently. Courts have overturned state 
imposed same sex marriage restrictions 
in Washington, California, New York, 
Maryland and Nebraska. 

“This national question requires a 
national solution, and on an issue of such 
profound importance, that solution 
should come from the people, not the 
courts,’ Mr. Bush said. 

So the US senate will consider an 
amendment to the US constitution to 
restrict marriage to a man-woman basis.

Name alone does not create a giraffe 


Under the rules, an amendment to the 
constitution requires a two-thirds 
approval by the 100-member senate, and 
the same two-thirds approval by the 435- 
meinber house. 


Then it is submitted to the states, - 


where legislatures in three-quarters of 
the 50 states — or 38 states — also must 
approve. 

Does this route guarantee that the 
solution “come from the people” as the 
President prescribes? That’s a bit of a 
stretch. There are an awful lot of politi- 
cians on that difficult path to amend- 
ment, Chances of eventual survival of 
the amendment are minimal. 

* * * 

POLITICS, IT SEEMS, is prominent- 
ly involved in this whole scenario. 

The senate considered @ same sex 
amendment in 2004, and it didn’t get 
enough votes. It failed of the two-thirds 
needed in the house that year, too, 

So why again? Why now? 

As in 2004, this is an election year, 
and same sex marriage is a hot button 
issue, fueling strong feelings. Anti-gay 
marriage folks tend to be core supporters 
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of the president and Republicans gener- 
ally. Could politics be a reason? 

Same goes for immigration reform, 
now on the front political burner, plus a 
constitutional amendment to ban flag 
burning, which has failed repeatedly in 
congress but is now back again. 

Also in November, statewide votes to 
ban same sex marriage are scheduled in 
Idaho, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Virginia and Wisconsin. 
Alabama was to vote this week on the 
same issue. 

x * 

IN MICHIGAN, voters in 2004 hand- 
ily approved amending our state consti- 
tution to establish marriage as only 
between a man and a woman. Michigan 
already had a state law to that effect, but 
supporters wanted even more protection, 
hence the constitutional amendment. 

In the past, state wide gay marriage 
votes usually attract high turnout among 
conservative — read that, Republican — 
voters, so the balance of the ticket bene- 
fits. The coattail effect generally was 
credited with helping Mr. Bush carry 
Ohio in 2004, cinching his victory over 


Democrat John Kerry. 

That theory flopped in Michigan, 
however. Despite a solid vote to ban gay 
marriage, Mr. Bush lost in Michigan 
anyway in 2004. 

The Michigan amendment raised 
other social equity questions. The pro- 
posal provided that “the union of one 
man and one woman in marriage shall be 
the only agreement recognized as a mar- 
riage or similar union for any purpose.” 

What about same sex partnerships, 
short of marriage? Can employers, éither 
public or private, agree to pay benefits to 
same sex partners? Many in Michigan 
already do, including many public juris- 
dictions. Do such plans now violate the 
state constitution? 

Sooner or later, some “activist” court 


will rule. 
* * * 


WHEN IS marriage marriage, and 
when is it something else? 

To me marriage is established and pro- 
tected by historic practice, in long stand- 
ing societal acceptance and approval, in 
religious and in civil precedence and 
practice, and in federal, state and local 
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laws affecting property and persona) 
obligations, rights and privileges. 

Marriage is well established between 
one man and one woman. That’s what it 
is. . 

When two people of the same sex get 
together in a partnership or commitment 
or other mutual agreement, it is not and 
cannot be marriage. 

Marriage is one man and one woman. 
Naming any other arrangement of 
humans as marriage does not make it 
marriage. 

Anelephant and a giraffe are different. 
You can pass laws to designate an ele- 
phant as a giraffe, but that doesn’t make 
it so. It’s still not a giraffe, no matter 
what it’s called. 

Even the United States Constitution 
cannot create a giraffe. A ban on same 
sex marriage doesn’t belong there, 
either.

All human beings have’ an 
inner conscience which will 
judge and condemn them before 
God. This truth is revealed in 
Romans 2:14,15: “For when the 
Gentiles, which have not the law, 
do by nature the things contained 
in the law, these, having not the 
law, are a law unto themselves: 
(1SWhich show the work of the 
law written in their hearts, their 
consctence also beating witness, 
and their thoughts the mean 
while accusing or else excusing 
one another;) 

God writes certain concepts 
within the heart of all human 
beings through which they have a 
collective witness of certain 
moral values. As we saw in 
Romans 1:19,20 every human 
being receives the witness of 
God from natural creation con- 
cerning God’s power and god- 
head.

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Police K-9 teams trained 
at Camp Grayling 


The old adage that a dog is 
man’s best friend was proven 
many times over, during a train- 
ing seminar for Police K-9 Units 
at Camp Grayling, in Crawford 
County. 

The police officer/police dog 
training sessions were involved in 
extensive (ratning work by a num- 
ber of K-9 assisted lawmen from 
throughout the state of Michigan 
during their training seminar on 
May 30 through June 2. 

The seminar, sponsored by the 


Michigan Municipal — Risk 
Management Authority 


{MMRMA), provides insurance 
and liability coverage for many 
police agencies in Michigan in 
conjunction with the Northern 


Michigan Law Enforcement 
Training Group at Camp 
Grayling. 


“Police K-9 teams can be 
assigned to crime problem areas 
to provide high visibility patrols,” 
said Sheriff William G. (Bill) 
Artress of the Kalkaska County 
Sheriff’s Oftice. “The mere pres- 
ence of a K-9 Patrol Team can 
deter crime.’ Sheriff Artress is 
the Police K-9 Trainer coordinat- 
ing the seminar. 

Sheriff Artress added, “Police 
K-9 Teams also give law enforce- 
ment agencies a high profile com- 
munity relations tool. K-9 Teams 
are very popular with the public, 
particularly with the schools 
where the students enjoy seeing 
the teamwork between the police 
K-9 dog and its police 
officer/handler.”

When CSI Industrial Systems 
shut down about four years ago, 
there was concern that heavy 
industry in Grayling had suffered 
a major blow.

Shelter rises at hatchery kids fishing pond

installed the roofing on the shel- 
ter last week. 

“We just wanted to do our part, 
putting something back into the 
community and it feels good to 
do that,” said Scott Collen, an 
avid fly fisherman who has been 
going to the hatchery since he 
was a youngster. 

Patrick said 350 blue g gill were 
added to the kids fishing pond 
last week. 

“Hopefully, this will go to 
show one more thing that we are 
doing at the fish hatchery and 
will help in our efforts to restore 
the fish hatchery building,” 
Patrick said. 

The hatchery committee com- 
pleted a project to restore the fish 
hatchery grounds with a 
$464,000 Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) grant in 2003. 

Part of the project included 
dredging a shallow pond to cre- 
ate the children’s fishing site. 

The fish hatchery opened 
Memorial Day weekend for the 
season, The Grayling Recreation 
Authority plans to have the fish 
hatchery open during the week 
after school finishes for summer 
break on Friday, Volunteers will 


be scheduled to man the kids. 


fishing pond. 

In December, the hatchery 
committee submitted a grant 
application in hopes of obtaining 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
Rural Business Enterprise funds. 

The grant funds are earmarked 
to fund and finance small and 
emerging business enterprises in 
rural areas and can be used for 
the repair and modernization of 
buildings. 

The hatchery committee 1s 
hoping to gain funding to replace

the roof and siding on the exteri- 
or of the hatchery building. The 
committee is applying for a 
$99,000 grant with an estimate 
that the roof would take up about 
a third of the funds. The commit- 
tee is planning to establish a 
small nature museum in the 
hatchery building. Patrick said 
that federal offictals are waiting 
for the Michigan's State Historic 
Preservation Office to approve 
the grant application since the 


hatchery building is a historic 
site. 

In 1914, Grayling lumber 
baron Rasmus Hanson purchased 
land on the AuSable River, col- 
lected donations from friends 
and local fishermen and estab- 
lished the private hatchery where 
they hoped to raise grayling from 
eggs and release them into the 
wild, 

Hanson and his friends failed 
to save the native fish, whose 


habitat was destroyed by floating 
logs down the river to local lum- 
ber mills, but their work with 
brook and brown trout succeed- 
ed, 

Grayling residents banded 
together in the early 1980s and 
received permission from the 
state to open the hatchery after it 
had been closed for several years. 

Thousands of school groups, 
tourists and residents visit the 
hatchery every summer. 


Camp Grayling annual training projected for summer 


Annual training rotations start- 
ed at Camp Grayling last October 
with three annual training rota- 
tions. already this year. Starting 
this Week “Camp Grayling hosts 
the Obi6 Army ‘National Guard 
along with the Regional Training 
Institutes (RTis) of Michigan 
(177th RTI Brigade) and Ohio 
(145th RTI Brigade). Units in 
training focus on individual 
training skills throughout the 
year and during annual training 
bring those skills together in col- 
lecting training at platoon, com- 
pany, battalion, brigade and divi- 
sion levels. Focus of this years 
training will be operating 
Forward Operating Bases 
(FOBs) based on those currently 
established in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Annual training projections for 
the balance of this summer are as 
follows: 

Michigan and Ohio National 
Guard: June [0 - 24, with 3,000 
soldiers. 

Michigan Army National 
Guard: July 29 - August 12, with 
2,900 soldiers. 

At this time Camp Grayling 
does not have an annual training 
rotation scheduled for July. 
Fluctuations in this year’s num- 
bers are due to deployments. 
Michigan has deployed over 80 
percent of its troop strength. 

The 
areas of concern regarding Camp 
Grayling activities:

Large caliber weapons such as all 
artillery, all tank main gun,

Over-Fitghts: Additionally, 
aircraft have altitude restrictions: 
Helicopters are required to main- 
tain a minimum altitude of fifty 
(50) feet during over flights of 
Camp Grayling and a minimum 
altitude of five-hundred (500) 
feet outside Camp Grayling 
boundaries. Emergency mission 
aircraft (i.e. Medical Evacuation 
or Bambi Bucket) may waive 
these restrictions when lives or 
property are in jeopardy. 

Fixed Wing aircraft (airplanes) 
altitude restrictions vary by type 
of aircraft, speed of the aircraft 
and corridor (path) they are fly- 
ing. The Lovells area is part of a 
FAA Low Level Flight Corridor 
which by FAA allows jet aircraft 
to fly a minimum of 1,000 feet. 
The Air-Guard self-imposed pol- 
icy is to maintain a minimum 
altitude of 1,500 feet laterally 
from KP Lake and Lovells as 
long as this does not affect pilot 
safety. Under some weather 
conditions, this could vary 
meeting this self-imposed policy
